Here Fro some facts that oat an import' 
ant figure in the discussion et the pub­ 
lic quashin: The number of liquor li­ 
censes that can be issued in Boston ie 
limited to 7130, which, estimating the pop­ 
ulation at 450,00, gives one liquor seller 
to every 577 inhabitants. The New York 
S in shows that the liquor traffic is less 
encouraging under prohibition in Maine 
than under high license in Boston. Ban- 
c r. a town of less than 20,000 people, has 
140 liquor Beliers who pay the United 
States tax, makingjjone f°r 0vefy 120 in­ 
habitants. 
Augusta has one for every 
SGI mnabitants. Portland one for every 
261, Lewiston one for every 318, and 
Bookland one for every 177. Even Mil­ 
waukee, where saloons are numerous, 
must yield the palm to Bangor. The 
Sentinel says:—“We have about 1,200 sa* 
Icons, which estimating the population 
210,000 gives one for every 175 inhabi­ 
tant." 
In connection with these facts it may 
be well to say that there is an ebbing of 
the prohibition wave. The principle of 
prohibition does not advance as rapidly 
ta its friends hoped it weald.

R ise and F all o f the Fam ous O rganiza­ 
tio n —Raid on th e Edens. 
St. 
L ou is, Mo., May l l . —The threo 
Bald-Knobbers—Dave 
Walker, 
better 
known In Christian county as “Bull Crook 
Dave,” his son,William Walker, and John 
Matthews—murdered Charles Green and 
William Edens, March ll, 1887. 
They 
were firmly of the opinion up to within 
forty-eight hours of the execution that they 
would never be called uponjto pay the ex­ 
treme penalty. 
Neither of the trio had yet reached his 
50th year, and William Walker was bare­ 
ly 19. 
For tho last two weeks powerless 
pleas have been made to Gov. Francis 
for a commutation of the sentence of the 
mon. 
On Wednesday last, after reviewing 
tho case at length, the Governor declined 
to interfere further, and the condemned 
men were notified that they must dio. 
“Dave” Walker and his son “ Bill” re­ 
ceived tho news calmly, and with the cour­ 
age that has always sustained them, but 
Matthews broke down 
completely aud 
wept like a child. 
The arrest, trial, and conviction of tho 
Bald-Knobber 
leaders 
attracted wide • 
spread attention, and for the first time 
the history of tho organization was made 
public. 
Taney county, Missouri, was the 
birthplace 
of 
the 
society of masked 
regulators. 
It is in the wildest section of 
tho State, and early day lawlessness caused 
the formation of leagues for the protection 
of life and property. 
The regulators first 
come Into prominence when the notorious 
Frank and Hubal Taylor entered the home 
of a Mr. Dickinson, at Forsythe, Mo., and 
murdered an entire family. 
Tho outlaws 
were captured by the new Law and Order 
league and promptly lynched. 
Capt. Nat. 
Kinney, a physical giant, was then leader 
of the regulators. 
He was shot and killed 
by one of his old followers at Ozark not 
many months since. 
Christian county, which adjoins Taney 
county, first adopted Bald-Knobberism in 
1885-0. 
“ Dave” Walker was the first 
leader, and the order soon numbered 300 
or 400 members. 
The candidate for ad­ 
mission was compelled to pass through a 
trying ordeal. 
He found himself at mid­ 
night in the dark recesses of a lonely wood 
or ravine, surrounded by hundreds of 
hideously masked men, who imposed upon 
the candidate a blood-curdling obligation, 
the violation of which was punishable by 
death. 
Tho Chadwick raid was the first 
work of the Christian county Bald-Knob­ 
bers which attracted attention. 
Tho open­ 
ing of a saloon in tnafc town was followed 
by utter demoralization, and the Bald- 
Knobbers ordered that the obnoxious den 
be closed. 
The warning was disregarded, 
and on one bright night during tho summer 
of 1880 the famous regulators entered 
Chadwick, destroyed the saloon, and poured 
the liquor into the streets. 
Nothing occurred in tho Bald-Knobber 
region to attract special attention until 
the Green-Edens affair, which terminated 
in the downfall of Bald-Knobberism, took 
place. 
Tho murders occurred on the night 
of March ll, 1887. 
At a point eight 
miles east of Ozark, and near tho Edens 
dwelling, one John Evans was whipped by 
the Bald-Knobbers for misbehaving in 
church. Old man Edens, who was a friend 
of Evans, interfered and received four 
blows from the whip before Chief Walker 
could interfere. 
Edens afterward fearless­ 
ly denounced Bald-Knobberism, and on 
tho night of March l l tho band mot to 
consider what punishment should bo meted 
out to tho old man who dared to criti­ 
cise the regulators. 
Thoro were twenty - 
six men present at the meeting, and 
after a very brief 
deliberation 
they 
proceeded to the Edens 
residence 
to 
punish the inmates. 
They first went to 
the home of William Edens, but finding no 
one there proceeded to the house of James 
Edens, William’s father. 
There were in 
the house at tho time father, mother, son, 
daughter-in-law, daughter, son-in-law and 
two grand-children. 
The regulators fired 
into the • house, without respecting ago or 
sox, killing young William Edens and 
Charles Green, his brother-in-law, and 
leaving old man Edens on the floor for 
dead. 
The daughter barely escaped with 
her life. 
During the melee “ Bill” Walker 
was shot in the leg, and this fact afterward 
aided in complot the chair of evidence 
against the offenders. 
The outrage roused public indignation 
immediately, and Zach Johnson, the fear­ 
less sheriff of Christian county, had all the 
principal murderers except “Bill” Walker 
In custody 
within 
forty-eight 
hours. 
“ Bill” was captured three weeks later in 
Douglas county, where he had fled to nurse 
his wound and avoid detection. 
There was no jail in Ozark at the time, 
and the prisoners were transferred to 
Springfield, Mo., for safe keeping until 
one could be built. 
Tho prisoners were 
then taken back to Ozark. 
The trials of 
the men were attended by many exciting 
sconces. Three of the prisoners finally con­ 
fessed in order to secure immunity, and 
‘Dave” Walker admitted the assault on the 
Edens homestead, but pleaded that he did 
not arrive until after the shooting had 
ceased. 
A very peculiar feature of Bald- 
Knobberism was the fact that a m ajority 
of the most prominent members of the 
band of regulators were devout church 
members. 
David Walker was an exhorter, 
a temperance advocate, and a devout man 
generally. 
The Bald-Knobber chief clung 
to the belief that tho regulators were 
champions of the right, and claimed that 
the Edens-Green killing was an unfortu­ 
nate but an unavoidable mistake.

It is with feelings of deep regret that I 
tender my resignation as Speaker of your 
honorable body. 
In so doing I desire to 
extend to you my sincere thanks for the 
cordial support which you have given me 
as your presiding officer, without which 
my efforts would have availed nothing. 
The experiences of the last few months 
have been in many respects the most mem­ 
orable and pleasing of my life; and it is my 
hope that when we meet again we will 
meet as friends. 
My new duties demand my immediate 
attention. 
This I regret very much, as it 
was my desire to remain with you until 
final adjournment. 
Be assured that you will take to your 
several homes my best wishes and kindest 
regards. 
I have the honor to bo, gentlemen, your 
obedient servant, 
A. C. M a t th e w s . 
On motion of Mr. Paddock, the Speak­ 
er’s resignation was accepted and ordered 
to bo spread upon the journal. 
In a fe w appropriate remarks 
ex- 
Speaker Matthews placed in nomination 
Hon. James H. Miller of Stark as Speaker 
to fill out the unexpired term. 
Mr. Morris of Iroquois, on behalf of the 
Democratic side, placed in nomination 
Hon. Clayton E. Crafts of Cook. 
The roll was called and Mr. Miller re­ 
ceived 07 votes and Mr. Crafts 53, and Mr. 
Miller was declared duly elected. 
Speaking Miller, on assuming the chair, 
thanked the House for the honor conferred 
upon him, and asked the co-operation of 
members in the expediting of business dur­ 
ing the few remaining days of the session. 
Tho bill for the organization and regu­ 
lation of savings banks was discussed for 
over an hour, its opponents making such 
vigorous onslaughts upon it that it failed 
to pass, receiving only 40 yeas to 71 nays. 
Mr. Wells’ bill amending tho law in re­ 
gard to the motive power of horse and 
dummy railways was read a third time 
and passed. 
Representative McLaughlin’s bill requir­ 
ing operators of coal mines, quarries and 
manufacturing establishments to pay their 
employes ssmi-raonthly came up in the 
Sonato on second reading, and SenatorCraw- 
fOrd offered an amendment providing that 
the act should not bo construed to prohibit 
tho making of contracts for tho payment 
of wages at greater intervals of time. 
The amendment was ^defeated, and after 
one or two other ineffectual attempts to 
amend, the bill was ordered engrossed for 
third reading. 
The Chicago drainage bill was reported 
back from tho judiciary committee, and, 
on motion of Senator MacMillan, was made 
a special order for next Wednesday. 
The Senate thon adjourned till 5 o’clock 
Monday evening.

DIFFERENCES OF OPINION. 


They Crop Out as Usual W hen In terstate 
Com m erce I s D iscussed. *■»"- 
New York, May l l . —The first witness 
called this morning by tho Senate commit­ 
tee investigating the relations of Amer­ 
ican and Canadian railways was President 
Charles S. Smith of tho chamber of com­ 
merce. 
He alluded to railroad enterprises in 
India and Black sea ports, and feared that 
under the present conditions it would not 
be long before America lost her export 
trade. 
He even advocated the carrying 
of occasional shipments by railroads at 
less than the cost of carrying if necessary. 
He thought there was small hope of suc­ 
cessful competition with English steamship 
lines unless American lines receive sub­ 
sidies. 
J. H. Herrick, chairman of the inter 
State commerce committee, differed from 
tho last witness. 
Ho thought the inter­ 
state law a good one, but the penalties are 
not severe enough. 
There was a tendency 
to discriminate against seaboard ports in 
favor of foreign ports. 
We should not 
restrict Canadian roads. 
We noedtbem as 
a regulator, but they should bo under the 
same control as ours.

Atlantic coast Friday ovening, doing much 
damage and causing considerable loss of 
life. 
The day had been hot, the thermom­ 
eter registering 92 degrees in the shade. 
Tho storm c .nia up about 5:15, nnd for 
half an hohr every tiling was in darkness 
and the air was filled with dust aud sand. 
Hardly a breath of air had been stirring 
before, and the sudden rush of wind blow­ 
ing at the rate of fifty miles an hour was 
awful iii tho extreme, while tho black 
darkness that overhung everything struck 
terror to the hearts of the timid, ignorant 
and 
superstitious 
people 
dropped 
on 
tho 
pavements 
and 
prayed. 
Street car windows were blown out and 
cabs were overturned and twisted. 
Many 
of tho wire polo3 remaining are down, 
signs and broken gla^s strew the walks; in 
the harbor ferryboats were blown about 
well-nigh helpless; a yawl was upset, but 
its two occupants were saved; flag poles 
were hurled to tho street, and the remains 
of the centennial decorations were blown 
down. 
Tho ferryboat Flushing was just 
approaching the slip on this side of the 
river when tho whirlwind struck her and 
turned her almost completely around nnd 
dashed her against one of the bulkheads. 
A number of passengers, mostly ladies, 
were thrown down with groat force. 
On Long island buildings were blown 
down, hug® piles of lumber scattered, and 
awnings, signs, etc., carried from their 
fastenings and hurled through the streets. 
A yon cli contemning three ladies returning 
from Calvary cemetery Was blown into tho 
meadows. 
The occupants escaped unin­ 
jured, but the coach was badly smashed 
and tho horse wounded. 
A passener train 
standing on the track at Far Rockaway 
was started by tho wind, but the station 
agent jumped aboard and put on the 
brakes. 
The Pennsylvania railroad engine house 
at Burlington, N. J., was blown down. 
At Fuir Haven, Conn.. men were buried 
in the wreckage of a new house, while 
twenty-three working-outside were hurled 
through the air with fatal results to one 
and severe injury to all. At Point of Rocks, 
Md., twenty-five men who were at work 
od a railroad treble over .ilia liver abdJiat 
ooint were swopt off into tho water sixty 
feet Lelow, and at Palmyra, 
Pa., many 
houses are in rums and tho inmates home­ 
less, if alivo. 
At Wiliams port, Pa., Bar­ 
num's show was stampeded. 
Thero was a 
panic of fear least the tout should fall. 
Three cages of animals wore overturned, 
an antelope was killed, and tho trumpet­ 
ing of elephants caught under the falling 
canvas caused intense fright and confusion.

Thero are many stories of barns wrecked 
by lightning and great numLcrs of animals 
killed, and many churches in tho track of 
tho storm have been ruined.

Woodruff, now

made a startling confession. 
Ho told the 
police that he was tho man who had carried 
the trunk to the point on Evanston avenue 
where it was found last Sunday morning. 
He received the trunk on Dis wagon from 
the stable in the rear of Christopher W at­ 
son's residence ct 523 North State street 
about 2:30 o’clock on Sunday morning. 
The trunk contained the mutilated body of 
a woman, which was dumped out near the 
Lake Shore drive in Lincoln park, where 
it was loft in chargo of two men who ac­ 
companied Clark or Woodruff on the drive 
from the barn.

“ Last Saturday evening justabout dusk 
I was in tho front part of tho stable, when 
King came and motioned to mo.

him I could, and wo agreed to meet at 
o’clock.

Cronin. 
‘ ‘Although it was quito dark I had soverul 
opportunities to look squarely at his face. 
He bad a mustache and a little goatee an I 
answers Dr. Cronin’s description in every 
other way. 
I ne.er saw Dr. Cronin, aud 
did not hear tho man addressed as ‘Cronin.’ 
They called him ‘Doc.’ 
“ The thr, e men carried out a trunk.
